IN  T.HE  YEAR  OF  THE 

pig  ..._

"In  the  Year  ot  the  Pi^"  is  an  as- 
semblage of  news  footage  and  inter- 
views thai  presents  an  overview  of 
the  Vietnam  war;  Ho  Chi  Minh  is  the 
hero,  and  the  theme  is  not,  as  might 
be  expected,  the  tragic  destruction 
of  Vietnam  but  the  triumph  of  Viet- 
nam over  the  American  colossus.  The 
movie  is  not  a  piece  of  reporting: 
Emile  de  Antonio,  who  gathered  the 
material,  has  never  been  to  Vietnam; 
his  footage  comes  from  a  variety  of 
sources,  not  specified  on  the  screen 
but  elsewhere  acknowledged  to  in- 
clude East  Germany,  Hanoi,  the 
National  Liberation  Front  offices  in 
Prague,  Britain,  and  some  American 
companies  (A. B.C.,  Paramount  News, 
U.P.I.,  Pathe  News,  Fox  Movietone 
News),  and  there  is  a  Russian-staged 
reenactment  of  the  battle  of  Dien  Bien 
Phu.  But  taking  this  footage  from  ail 
over,  de  Antonio  has  made  a  strong 
film  that  does  what  American  tele- 
vision has  failed  to  do.  It  provides  a 
historical  background  and  puts  the 
events  of  the  last  few  years  into  an 
intelligible  framework.  Though  iho 
television  coverage  has  often  been 
covertly  anti-war,  and  though  watch- 
ing  the   Americans    behave   like   the 


bad  guys  in  Hollywood  war  movies 
has  undoubtedly  helped  turn  the 
country  against  the  war,  the  general 
effect  of  years  of  this  has  been  a 
numbing  one —  constant  horror  but  no 
clear  idea  of  how  each  day's  events 
fitted  in,  and  growing  uncertainty 
about  the  meaning  of  victories  and 
•defeiii^  licvond  the  day's  events.  We 
now  led  helpless  to  understand  the 
war;  we  want  to  end  it,  and  the  fact 
that  we  can't  demoralizes  us.  We 
seem  to  be  powerless.  Because  this 
film  makes  sense  out  of  what's  been 
going  on,  even  if  this  sense  isn't  the 
until  they  get  a  collection  of  the  dis- 
parate facts  and  platitudes  that  are 
considered  "responsible  journalism. 
However,  while  the  commentators' 
face-saving  gestures  and  revelations 
have  made  us  aware  of  the  tacit  com- 
mitment in  that  kind  of  coverage,  we 
may  be  less  conscious  ot  the  games 
being  played  with  this  footage.  Some 
of  them  are  obvious,  loaded  little 
tricks,  like  the  film's  crude  begin- 
ing  (a  body  in  flames,  still  moving,  fol- 
lowed by  satiric  glimpses  of  Hubert 
H.  Humphrey,  )ohn  Fister  Dulles, 
President  Johnson),  and  there  are 
pranks  (the  insertion  of  a  closeup  of  a 
toothy  photo  of  Joseph  P,  Kennedy,

and  one  of  Arthur  SChlesinger,  Jr., 
looking  like  a  lewd  Dracula).  This  is 
schoolboy  stuff;  de  Antonio's  judg- 
ment is  erratic.  But  the  main  line  of 
the  narrative  he  plays  a  highly  sophis- 
ticated game,  using  the  pick  of  the 
archives  and  recent  interviews,  ex- 
pertly (and  often  very  sensitively) 
edited,  and  with  unusually  good 
sound-editing. 

What  de  Antonio  has  done  is  to 
present  the  issues  of  the  war  and 
American  policy  and  the  American 
leaders  as  Hanoi  might  see  them, 
and  he  has  done  it  out  of  our  own 
mouths.  He  has  gone  to  what  must 
have  been  enormous  effort  to  put  the 
film  together  so  that  the  words  of 
men  like  Dulles,  Dean  Rusk,  Joe  Mc- 
Carthy, and  Wayne  Morse  and  of  ex- 
perts and  journalists  like  Roger  Hils- 
man,  Paul  Mus,  Harrison  Salisbury, 
Jean  Lacouture,  and  David  Halber- 
stam  tell  the  story.  They  provide  his 
polemic,  without  any  additional  nar- 
ration. This  makes  it  more  credible 
—  and  more  of  a  feat.  De  Antonio  calls 
the  film  "political  theatre,"  and  the 
counterpoint  of  words  and  actions  in- 
volves so  many  heavy  ironies  it  be- 
comes too  much  of  a  feat.  He's  al- 
most too  clever,  and  his  cleverness 
debases  the  subject;  the  method  is 
a  little  obscene.  But  one  tends  to 
only  sense  to  be  made  of  it,  de  An- 
tonio's historical  interpretation  be- 
comes remarkably  persuasive. 

The  movie  does  not  claim  to  be  "ob- 
jective" (except  in  the  way  that  every 
documentary  implicitly  claims  to  be, 
because  it  uses  photographic  records 
and,  despite  talk  of  media  sophisti- 
cation, "seeing  is  believing").  One 
could  certainly  argue  that  "In  the 
Year  of  the  Pig"  (the  title,  I  assume, 
does   not   refer  only  to   the  Chinese 
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On  April  14,  at  8:30  p.m.  KPFK  pre- 
sents the  West  Coast  Premier  of 
Emil  de  Antonio's,  "In  The  Year  Of 
The  Pig, "  at  the  Bay  Theatre,  15140 
Sunset  Blvd.,  Pacific  Palisades.

calendar)  is  merely  restoring  the 
balance  by  showing  "the  other  side" 
—  that  if  It  attempted  to  be  "objective" 
it  would  turn  into  another  of  those 
essays  in  confusion,  like  the  network 
specials,  that  balance  everything  out 
accept  the  line  of  argument,  not  just 
because  it's  a  coherent  historical 
view  but  because  emotionally  it  feeds 
our  current  self-hatred. 

The  Americans  make  it  so  easy  for 
de  Antonio  to  build  his  case.  When 
you  listen  to  Mark  Ctark  and  Curtis 
LeMay,  the  war  really  sounds  like  a 
racist  war.  They're  war  boosters  out 
of  the  political  cartoons  of  an  earlier 
era;their  dialogue  would  make  us 
laugh  at  how  old-fashioned  the  satire 
was  if  we  read  it  in  a  Sinclair  Lewis 
novel.  When  one  hears  LeMay's  vin- 
dictive tone  as  he  talks  about  how 
every  work  of  man  in  North  Vietnam 
should  be  destroyed  if  that  is  what 
it  takes  to  win,  and  when  one  hears 
Mark  Clark  say  of  the  Vietnamese, 
"They're  willing  to  die  readily,  like  all 
Orientals  are,  "  it's  hard  to  believe 
that  the  war  they're  engaged  in  is 
the  same  war  that's  still  going  on.  I 
saw  this  film  on  the  afternoon  of 
Monday,  November  3rd,  and  after 
sitting  there  and  thinking  how  far 
away  much  of  it  seemed  —  Eisenhower 
with  President  Diem,  the  dragon  lady 
Mme.  Nhu,  Dulles  and  the  domino 
theory,  the  American  leaders  ex- 
plaining how  we  were  going  to  help 
the  Vietnamese  help  themselves — I 
came  home  to  hear  President  Nixon's 
speech,  which  seemed  to  belong  to 
the  same  past  as  the  speeches  in  the 
movie,  though  the  new  rhetoric  is 
smoother  and  more  refined.  The  con- 
tinuity of  the  war  that  evoked  the 
earlier  crude  justifications  with  the 
war  that's  still  going  on,  even  though 


hardly  anybody  believes  in  the  justifi- 
cations anymore,  makes  one  suscep- 
tible to  de  Antonio's  argument.  In 
the  context  of  the  movie,  even  the 
casual  stupidites  of  American  soldiers 
sound  meaningfully  racist.  When 
some  American  soldiers  relaxing  on  a 
beach  say  that  they  miss  girls,  they're 
asked  what's  the  matter  with  the 
Vietnamese  girls,  and  a  silly,  grin- 
ning boy  replies,  "They're  gooks.  You 
know,  slant-eyes.  They're  no  good," 
and  we're  revved  up  to  think,  "The 
pig!  And  our  leaders  are  trying  to  tell 
us  he's  there  to  keep  the  Vietnam- 
ese free!"  In  another  context,  we 
might  simply  think  that  this  silly, 
lonely  soldier  was  trying  to  find  ac- 
ceptable male  slang  for  not  being  in- 
terested in  girls  he  can't  talk  to.  It 
might  even  mean  that  he  wanted 
more  than  sex.  In  this  context,  Ameri- 
ca is  represented  by  clips  of  our  lead- 
ers at  their  most  repellent,  of  an 
American  soldier  who  stands  by 
smiling  as  a  helpless,  bound  prisoner 
is  kicked  in  the  groin,  of  Marl<  Clark 
and  Curtis  LeMay,  and  of  young 
George  S.  Patton  lit  saying  of  his 
buddies,  "They're  a  bloody  good 
bunch  of  killers"  (also  a  line  that 
would  sound  very  different  in  the  con- 
text of,  say,  a  Second  World  War 
movie).  De  Antonio  finds  a  soldier 
who  likes  defoliation  work,  because 
it  seems  a  step  toward  ending  the 
war;  Mortey  Safer,  it  may  be  remem- 
bered, interviewed  a  C.I.  who  said 
that  he  didn't  like  "riding  the  people's 
gardens  down."  No  doubt  there  are 
both  kinds,  and  certainly  they're  both 
destructive,  whether  they  like  the 
work  or  not.  But  by  selecting  Ameri- 
cans who  do  like  it,  by  selecting  Cur- 
tis LeMay  and  the  others,  de  Anton- 
io obviously  means  to  suggest  a  basic 


rottenness  in  Americans,  and  an 
America  that  is  anti-life.  After  one 
watches  the  movie  for  a  while,  the 
Americans  in  it  begin  to  look  mon- 
strously callow,  like  clumsy,  over- 
sized puppets. 

De  Antonio  has  not  merely  made  a 
protest  film  documenting  the  "down- 
ward spiral"  (as  the  North  Vietna- 
mese Pham  Van  Dong  described  it) 
of  American  policy,  though  that  is  the 
film's  most  valuable  aspect.  He  has 
attempted  to  foreshadow  the  fall  of 
the  West  —  and  not  just  in  Vietnam  — 
by  presenting  the  Vietnamese  as  a 
people  solidly  behind  Ho  Chi  Minh, 
who  represents  their  goals  and  ideals, 
and  as  a  people  who  have  been  en- 
nobled by  war  and  who  must  win.  In 
his  own  way,  de  Antonio  seems  to 
support  Mark  Clark's  view  of  Orien- 
tals; the  movie  suggests  that  the 
Vietnamese  are  willing  to  die  be- 
cause they  are  united  in  a  common 
purpose,  and  that  if  they  die,  their 
dying  still  somehow  stands  for  life, 
while  we  are  dying  though  we  live. 
The  tone  of  the  latter  part  of  the  film 
is  almost  mystical;  the  ability  of  the 
tiny  country  to  go  on  fighting  against 
a  great  power  is  not  presented  in 
practical  terms  of  how  much  more 
difficult  it  is  for  a  super-nation  to 
fight  in  a  divided,  decentralized  coun- 
try than  to  incapacitate  a  modern, 
powerful,  centralized  state  but, 
rather,  in  terms  of  our  inability  to 
defeat  the  mystical  spirit,  the  will 
(and  perhaps  the  destiny?)  of  Ho  Chi 
Minh's  people.  It  is,  in  other  words, 
as  patriotic  and  jingoistic  and,  in  its 
way,  as  pro-war  as  American  war- 
time movies  used  to  be  about  our 
mission  and  destiny,  and  in  this  re- 
versal it  is  the  Americans  who  have 
become  dehumanized.

WATCH  OUT  FOR 

LOW  FLYING  IDEAS 

Walking  through  the  halls  of  KPFK 
with  one's  ears  and  sensitivities  open, 
one  is  assailed  with  creative  energies 
and  vibes  —  some  potent  enough  to 
bowl  you  over,  others  causing  a 
slight  ripple.  Here  are  some  of  the 
future  hopes  and  unscheduled  ideas 
from  our  programmers. 

Bob  Comfort  of  the  PM  Journal  has 
in  mind  a  number  of  projects,  varied 
in  scope  but  all  expressing  the  ques- 
tioning attitude  and  openminded- 
nessof  KPFK. 

Bob  is  presently  at  work  on  a  pro- 
gram about  V.D.  He  is  approaching 
the  subject  from  many  angles.  His 
inquiry  covers  the  extent  of  popula- 
tion now  or  expected  to  contract  the 
disease,  its  treatment,  and  the  social 
stigma  attached  to  having,  not  hav- 
ing, or  having  had  the  disease.  Is  it  a 
status  symbol  to  some?  He  will  go 
into  the  medical,  philosophical  and 
legal  questions  surrounding  one  of 
the  oldest  known  diseases  of  man. 

Another  topic  under  the  Comfort 
scrutiny  is  APATHY.  The  approach 
here  will  be  from  the  view  of  how  the 
Eisenhower  generation  has  become 
active  in  a  renaissance  of  involve- 
ment about  the  issues  which  assail 
and  assault  the  American  public  to- 
day. 

SECRECY  AND  CENSORSHIP  will 
emphasize  the  waste  propagated 
under  the  name  of  censorship  and 
secrecy.  For  example,  a  grant  of 
$25,000  to  study  the  social  role  of 
aging  horses  in  America,  was  labled 
Top  Secret. 


At  another  time.  Bob  Comfort  will 
be  talking  to  the  police  in  a  straight- 
forward attempt  to  find  out  why  a 
man  chooses  the  "force"  as  a  profes- 
sion; what  he  hopes  to  achieve,  his 
human  views,  what  his  reaction  to 
being  called  "Pig"  is,  etc. 

One  other  up-the-sleeve  idea  is 
that  of  a  program  on  obscenity.  Dis- 
cussions with  school  authorities  and 
ministers  on  the  problems  of  defin- 
ing obscenity,  and  the  setting  of 
limits.

side experience,  but  just  as  impor- 
tant to  himself,  he  has  something  to 
do  with  someone  who  will  be  a  com- 
municator in  tht?  future. 

His  emphasis  is  on  communication, 
and  this  is  the  way  he  thinks  of  the 
class.  The  emphasis  is  on' the  wealth 
of  visual  material  available  to  the 
student  to  use  in  problem  solving. 
The  assignments  are  considered 
problems  to  be  solved  visually,  with- 
out the  use  of  words. 

Mr.  Brown  approached  his  class  of 
twelve  students  with  the  assignment 
of  listening  to  KPFK  for  four  hours  a 
day,  for  a  month.  They  were  then 
told  the  problem  was  to  design  a 
cover  for  the  Folio,  to  be  used  in  the 
month  of  April.  His  ide/a  was  that 
they  were  to  listen  to  the  station  to 
get  the  texture.  Then  thinking  visu- 
ally, combine  the  images  of  what  was 
heard  with  their  personal  images  of 
April.  They  would  then  use  their  own 
(as  opposed  to  others)  vocabulary, 
make  use  of  the  visual  surprise  pre- 
sented by  their  imagination  and  pro-. 


duce     a     personal     statement     that 
answered  the  problem. 

The  emphasis  here  is  to  grow,  to 
widen  one's  world  of  experience  and 
sensitivity  beyond  the  6lh  floor  of 
Dickson  Art  Center,  The  campus, 
Los  Angeles,  The  U.S.A.,  to  the 
Universe. 

At  this  point,  KPFK,  represented  by 
Phil  Watson,  Assistant  Manager  and 
Lanny  Oriin,  Folio  Co-ordinator  met 
with  them  and  chose  the  designs 
shown  on  the  cover  and  throughout 
the  Folio.  The  decision  was  based  on 
two  factors.  One  was  Graphic  design 
and  the  other  was  the  message  we 
wanted  to  convey.  It  was  an  oppor- 
tunity for  the  members  of  the  class  to 
work  in  a  client  situation  and  hear 
as  they  would  from  their  client,  the 
needs  and  reasons  for  the  final 
choice. 

Though  all  the  designs  submitted 
were  well  done,  and  visually  exciting, 
we  felt  the  cover  executed  by  Miss 
Berman  graphically  expressed  the 
idea  of  radio,  and  particularly  KPf  K.

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Program  Profile 


KPFK  program  co-ordinator  Jack 
Reiley  announced  the  merger  of  the 
station's  news  and  public  affairs  de- 
partments, effective  March  30.  In 
making  the  announcement,  he  noted 
that  the  newly  enlarged  KPFK  news 
will  be  better  equipped  to  provide  in- 
stant coverage  of  the  myriad  events 
taking  place  in  the  area  and  around 
the  world,  plus  provide  more  room 
for  background  reports  on  important 
issues. 

Involved  in  the  expansion  of  KPFK 
news  is  a  drive  to  bring  more  aspiring 
journalists  into  the  station.  Reiley 
said  aspiring  journalists  would  be  in- 
vited to  learn  about  reporting  and 
would  be  assigned  specific  areas  to 
cover  for  KPFK  news.  He  said  those 
participating  in  the  program  would 
also  be  given  actual  instruction  in 
reportorial  techniques.  Those  wish- 
ing to  take  part  in  the  program  should 
write  or  call  KPFK  News. 

There's  a  whole  new  department 
at  KPFK,  aimed  at  providing  a  whole 
new  generation  of  listeners  with 
programming  aimed  at  the  New 
World.  It's  the  Pop  Culture  Depart- 
ment, which  will  care  for  contempor- 
ary music,  report  on  experimental 
life  styles,  deal  with  Eastern  thought, 
and  cover  the  burgeoning  range  of 
young-hip-new  thought  which  is  be- 
ing so  discussed  in  America  but  so 
little  reported  on  radio.  Initially,  Pop 
Culture  will  have  two  programs —  one 
Thursday  at  10:30  p.m.  and  the 
second  Sundays  beginning  atl  1 :  30  p.m. 


THE  MOVING  CENTER 

On  the  evenng  of  Tuesday,  Feb- 
ruary 24,  KPFK's  roving  Music  Direc- 
tor, William  Malloch,  recorded  the 
first  public  affairs  program  of  any 
great  length  in  STEREO  (he  ought  to 
know  —  he  recorded  the  real  first  one, 
a  People's  Park  souvenier,  last  year). 
It  was  recorded  in  Isia  Vista,  the  UC 
Santa  Barbara  college  community.  It 
dramatically  documents,  via  "be- 
hind the  lines"  coverage  from  various 
angles,  what  appears  to  be  the  "radi- 
calizing" of  a  major  portion  of  a  form- 
erly conservative  university  town.  Its 
effect  is  OK  in  mono,  but  the  program 
has  an  uncapny  reality  when  heard 
in  stereo.

The 
experiment  involves  nearly  all  KPFK  per- 
sonnel and  volunteers.

Beneath  Cro-Magnon  beat 
those  same  rhythms  —  rock  and  metal 
and  black  oozing  petroleums  and  the 
sounds  of  sliding  hard  things  come 
from  below  where  it  is  warm,  then 
hot,  and  waters  and  gasses  come 
spurting  from  cracks.  Cro-Magnon, 
and  our  ancestors  too,  knew  where 
all  tunnels  led  and  only  the  Holy 
Men  went  back  that  far  in  the  caves 
to  make  their  Medicine  on  the  walls. 

Above  on  the  surface  was  where 
Men  lived!  That  was  where  the  sun 
shone  on  the  lacy  green  things  and 
those  that  crept  and  leapt.  That  was 
fog  and  rain  and  lightning.  Flags 
whipped  in  the  wind  and  horses 
breathed  down  our  necks.  What  goes 
into  living  things  soft  and  green  or 
soft  and  red  soon  comes  out  again 
soft  and  brown  for  green  flies  and 
red  beetles  and  all  of  the  other 
creepy,  crawly  cousins  who  share 
the  bright  surface  of  the  earth  with 
us.  The  fallen  branches  and  leaves 
and  ants  and  hornets  leave  every- 
thing airy  and  hollow  and  we  can 
walk  through  or  step  over  green  tun- 
nels full  of  buzzing  life.  The  trees 
sing  to  us. 

Our  brains  continue  tnrough  open- 
ings in  our  skull.  The  brain  tissue  is 
only  slightly  less  concentrated  as  it 
moves  down  our  neck  and  spinal 
column.  Our  brains  include  all  the 
body's  nerves.  The  two-way  conver- 
sation between  our  brains  and  the 
outside  world  begins  at  our  skins. 
What  our  body  knows  is  also  what 
our  brain  knows  unless  we  are  in- 
sane. Our  body  knows  where  it  be- 
longs. It  remembers  the  cool  breezes 
and  hot  suns  of  the  Beginning.  Our 


bodies  are  mated  to  that  world  of 
fog  and  rain  and  lightning.  We  find 
total  response  in  it.  We  are  com- 
pletely used  in  it!  Only  in  the  com- 
plexity of  nature  do  we  know  who 
we  are. 

That's  scary,  we  decided.  You  could 
get  killed!  We  built  towns  and  then 
cities.  After  our  million  years  of 
sanity  we  built  out  first  "civilization" 
a  few  thousand  years  ago  and  the 
walls  began  to  go  up.  Not  fast — for 
a  while  it  was  only  the  Holy  Men  who 
went  to  the  caves  that  we  were 
learning  how  to  build.  Then  the  rulers 
built  their  own  personal  caves. 

Now  we  know  how  to  do  it  right! 
We  walk  on  rock!  We  live  in  rock! 
The  smells  of  the  dark  juices  of  the 
earth  surround  us.  We  breathe  an 
infernal  fog  and  hard  crystal-shines 
tear  at  us.  Heats  and  steams  and  the 
rumble  of  the  deeps  transport  us. 
The  million  year  orgasm  is  over  and

THE  NEW  BOTANY 

Dr.  Ryan  Drum,  assistant  professor ; 
of  biology  was  recently  relieved  of 
his  teaching  duties  at  UCLA  because 
of  his  radical  ideas,  and  methodology. 
When  he  appeared  on  "Reporter  at 
Large"  last  month  his  ideas  elicted 
a  large  listener  response.  Below  are 
some  excerpts  from  his  paper,  "The 
New  Botany ',  ideas  which  led  to  his 
firing  from  three  universities.  We  hope 
to  have  the  entire  paper  read  over  the 
air  at  a  later  date.  For  those  who  can- 
not wait,  or  would  like  complete  copies 
of  "The  New  Botany"  write  to  Leslie 
Hoag  at  KPFK. 

The  New  Botany  recognizes  the  fact 
that  men  interact  with  plants,  that  no 
plants  exist  outside  the  influence  of 
humans,  and  that  the  survival  of  plants 
is  now  a  function  of  human  behavior. 
The  intent  is  to  understand  botany  as 
it  relates  to  the  existing  context  of 
common  human  experience,  not  as  a 
collection  of  esoteric  data  and  terms 
.  .  .  New  Botany  is  a  philosophy  with 
a  moral  sense  which  aggressively 
asserts  value  judgements;  trees  have 
died  to  make  this  paper,  hence  the 
single  spacing  to  minimize  murder! 
The  pressed  bodies  of  ancient  plants 
are  cremated  in  the  ceremony  called 
civilization.  New  Botany  calls  for  an 
end  to  linear  exploitation  of  the 
Ecosphere  by  humans  and  a  recovery 
of  cyclic  life.  There  is  neither  merit, 
nor  humane  significance  in  studying 
the  egocentric  activity  of  obscure  re- 
search by  scientists  who  will  not  see 
that  the  conditions  which  make  re- 
search possible  are  crumbling.  Know- 
ing the  molecular  structure  of  DNA 
has  never  helped  avoid  police  harass- 
ment .  . . 

This  is  the  bastard  progeny  born  of 
despair,  concern  and  anger  .  .  .  The 
current  human  political  environment 
demands  functional  dishonesty  .  .  . 
Consequently,  New  Botany  is  con- 
cerned with  the  faster  than  instant 
need  for  radical  social  and  political 
change  as  a  part  of  the  politics  of 


plant  survival.  The  present  text  is  its 
own  authority;  the  critic  can  search 
the  literature  for  corroborative  or 
contradictory  works.  The  remainder 
will  be  a  mosaic  of  things  real  and 
imagined  with  no  attempt  to  separate 
facts  from  values:  what  was  intended 
is  irrelevant;  whatever  or  not  it  means 
to  you  personally  is  everything.  It's 
not  the  data,  but  the  thought  that 
counts;  information  is  not  intelligence. 
Awhile  ago  a  hydrogen  cloud  called 
God  condensed  and  fell  out  as  Earth 
.  .  .  About  4  billion  years  ago  two 
events  changed  the  passive  organic 
droplet  coacervate  into  a  primitive 
cell  .  .  .  and  a  control  colecule  which 
ultimately  became  DNA  (unless  one 
accepts  the  ever  increasingly  popular 
viewpoint  that  SOME  beings  from 
other  portions  of  the  cosmos  dropped

DNA  on  Earth  as  an  entropy  gag). 
DNA  is  perhaps  the  single  rnost  im- 
portant and  amazing  molecular 
development  on  this  planet.  IT  IS  A 
MOLECULE  ON  THE  MAKE.  Through 
the  agency  called  "LIFE"  it  aggres- 
sively controls  energy,  space  and 
matter  .  .  .  The  implications  of  this 
realization  are  cosmic  in  extent, 
horrifying  to  the  individual.  If  we  are 
to  believe  our  scientists,  our  own 
structure  and  behavior  is  a  function 
of  DNA.  This  means  our  technology,
